Pres. Harding Accepts Invita- 


tion 
of 
Allied Supreme 


Council 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The decision 


of President Harding to havo a per- 
sonal representative present at meet- 
ings of the allied supremo council as 
well as unofficial representatives of 
the United Slates on the conference ot 
ambassadors and iho reparations com- 
mission, was being studied carefully 
in all quarters today. 


The acceptance of Iho Invitation of 


the supreme council to have the Unit- 
ed Siaics represented on the three 
bodies wau not wholly unexpected be- 
cause of the ;idmtniblration's interest 
in the reparations question and other 
economic settlements in Europe. 
It 


was emphasized In tho highest admin- 
istration circles that tho step did not 
mean the participation oC the United 
States in nny project "of a world gov- 
ernment or world league." , 


Both republican and democratic sen- 


ators who commented upon the action 
of the president were agreed that it 
would require- no expression or action 
by the senate, and several republican 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee said It appeared to be wise In 
that U could obtain information which 
otherwiso probably would be Jost to 
this government. Democratic senators 
tald they were disappointed because 
the president had not decided to have 
lha government officially participate In 
tho deliberations of the three bodies. 


Ambassador Harvey as the 
repre- 


sentative of the president at the m«ct- 
jngs of tho supreme council, although 
without authority to act or to bind 
the United States to any action tak- 
en, will be In a position to forward 
Information upon all 
subjects dis- 


cussed. 


The supreme council 
Is 
an out- 


growth of the council of four, which 
functioned at Paris'during the draft- 
Ing of the peace treaty, and to It have 
been referred for settlement, many Im- 
portant questions including the Amer- 
ican protest to the League of Nations 
against the award to Japan o£ a man- 
date for the Island of Yap. It Is ex- 
pected, In fact, to take up the whole 
subject of mandates, which 
was 
re- 


opened by recant notes of tho American 
government to Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan. 


Another important question, which It 


has been Indicated will be taken 
up 


with the council by Mr. Harvey, is the 
possibility of Initiating a world con- 
ference for disarmament. The presi- 
dent, although be has asked that no 
action on this subject be taken in con- 
gress at this time. Is understood to 
favor strongly Fuch a conference as 
soon as conditions In Europe will per- 
mit. 


The American ambassador to France 


is to be tho unofficial observer on the 
conference of ambassadors and until 
he is relieved by Myron T. Herrlek, 
Ambassador Wallace will perform that 
duty. 
He acted in that capacity for 


the Wilson administration until decis- 
ion was reached early In tho year to 
withdraw him, as well as Roland W. 
Boyden. the unofficial representative on 
(lie reparations commission. Mr. Boy- 
den too, will resume his sittings with 
the commission. He IB at present in 
Paris at the head of a corps of espcrts 
o'n reparations.
